It’s back to the kitchen with hun­ 
dreds of young women in Washington 
who occupy 
Government 
positions. 
They have found that the Portia of to­ 
day, a George Eliot, or a strictly “Mod- 
er Woman,” is perhaps not as popular 
among the sterner sex as many of her 
sisters would have her believe. Real­ 
izing this, numbers of young women 
who have been in Washington sihce 
the war period, who have been living 
infear all the tiqoe of being among 
those who would lose their positions 
in the general retrenchment that be­ 
gan soon after the armistice, 
have 
changed their 
work 
in 
the 
night 
schools. 
' 
They are now studying domestic sci­ 
ence and domestic economy, they will 
tell you, but, really, It is dimply old 
fashioned cooking and 
housekeeping 
that they are learning as taught along 
scientific lines. They are becoming 
weary of law, languages, history and 
other branches to which they have de­ 
voted their time the greater part of 
the last three years. Having found that 
they have little use for thejtnowledge 
obtained in these studies, they be­ 
sieged two of the larger institutions 
here, making a 
specialty 
of 
night 
classes for young women, to so change 
t,He curriculum that they could learn 
mpre about cooking and housekeep­ 
ing. Their request was granted. These 
classes are growing and promise soon 
to become the most popular in the city 
With the beginning of the war hun­ 
dreds of young woin6n who had been 
employed in law and business offices 
over the country came to Washington. 
The majority had gone to these offices 
ffom tlje high schools after completing 
business courses. 
Upon their arrival 
here they found social activities at a 
low ebb. 
They flqck to the night 
schools and began the study of law, 
romance languages and the sciences. 
More women 
were 
graduated 
from 
local law schools last spring than ever 
before known. While the majority re­ 
mained in their clerical positions here 
others went back home to enter law 
offices. 
Those who remained soon found 
that promotions came no earlier to 
those who had 
finished 
courses 
in 
night schools than to those who had
